ng. the closing of the 
Maritime Preparatory Conference at 
Copenhagen, Mr. Jef Rens, assistant 
director of the International Labour 
Office, said there were - still 
tremendous differences in the 
standards of living in different parts 
of the world. ose differences 
could not be removed at a stroke 
of the pen; they must work, 
patiently and perseveringly in order 
to gradually remove them.

Fianna Fail Party stood 

to-day “like a champion in 

the ring who has no worth-while 

contender to fight,” said Mr. Sean 

MacEntee, Minister for Local 

Government and Public Health, 

yesterday in Dublin at a meeting 

Fail Co. Dublin 
Convention. , 

Mr. MacEntee told his audien 
that they knew how ore that 
was. It induced, he said, a false 
confidence; it would make them 
over optimistic. 

Referring to the five recent by- 
elections, he said there was a certain 
amount of this over confidence in 
certain elements of the Fianna Fail 
team. 

“I have no doubt whatever that 
if certain of these constituencies— 
South Mayo and Wexford—had 
been fought with the same vigour 
and zest and energy as they were 
fought by our people during the 
general elections of 1943 and 1944, 
we should have had a complete 
victory everywhere.” 

Unfortunately in these places 
mt í took things “a little too easy,” 
and the results were a lesson for 
them. In the next general election 
—which would probably be about 
1948—they must make certain that 
the flag of Fianna Fail was still 
flying ‘in the ramparts of Dublin 
County. 


THE OPPOSITION 
Mr. MacEntee said that so far 
as their opponents were concerned 


their lesson should be that “ unless 


they get a better policy and a better 
man ' they should “ fold their tents 
like the Arabs and silently flit away.” 
He had heard a great deal of com- 
ment that in the Dublin by-election 
the total poll was only 28 per cent. 
Nevertheless they had a majority 
almost of two to one. In Clare 
the majority was almost three to 
one. 

Mr. MacEntee said that the 
maior opposition party in the Dail 
had the support only of a mere 
handful of people in the country. 

“It is perhaps in some ways 
Yegrettable,” he said, “that there js 
not another “organisation which can 
appeal with sufficient force in the 
country to really challenge our 
policies.
